A Connecticut Man Bags Partridges With

A queer discoyery has been made by 
Charies Jennings, «» farmer and hunter 
of Morrie, Conn. It is that partridges 
will ty against large object:° painted 
in lightcolors, and tius «mpple or kill 
them:e ves, because the colors blind 
them. Mr. Jennings believes that the 
commonly accepted theoryof sporismen 
that pariridges, especialy young ones 
in the fall of the year, commit suicide in 
this way, is an error, He has satistied 
himself thata snowy white color or a 
brilliant white light hae an attract on for 
the eye of the partridge which the bud 
cannot rezist, and that while iight colors 
attract, they also blind the birds,s> that 
the partridges cannot jadge cistances

The ceneral arbitration treaty between | 
Great Britain and the United States bas 
been completed dhe U.S, secretary of | 
state O.ney aad Sir Jalian Peuncefote, 
the British am aseador have been work. 
ing onthe final draft of tre t eat? for 
the last five diys and the finishing | 
twuches hava been given to it. 

A duplicate copy of this important | 
paper bearing the ctlioial signature of the 
secretary of state, bas been started for | 
England to receive the approval of the | 
British govern ent. This is purely oe | 
perfunctionary duty, however, as Lord | 
Salisbury hag in advance ratified for the | 
the Engiieh government the essential | 
p ints contained ia the formai treaty. |

come operative as soon as ratified by the | 
senate of the Uaoitad States.

Smoke- 
less powder can be made from te stalk, 
declared Prof. Gibbe, ata total cost of 
fifteen cents per pound, while the smoke- 
lesa powder which the government now 
buys costs several dollara for a like qaan- 
tity. Toe saving here is so economic 
thet its great value is at once apparent.

The speaker wonnd 
up by declaring that when these facts 
becaare thorcughliy known and realized 
and planta pat isto operation for the 
manufacture of the articles, tne entire 
crop of the country would be required to 
meet the demand, and the farmer would 
receiveat least $2 50 perton for cornstalks 
which he now ig sometimes pnt toan 
expense to get rid of. He stated that 
$10 per acre would be received by the 
farmer for his staike afier he had al- 
ready received about a similar price for 
the corn, thus actuaily doubling the 
va.ue of the curn crop of the country.— 
Nebraska State Journal.
